SCHOOL REPORT. 


The annual report of the School Board of Andover School 
District is herewith presented. 

Although for a number of reasons our schools are not all 
they should be, it is with no small degree of satisfaction 
that we are able to report them in so prosperous a condi- 
tion. We consider it a credit to our town that all of our 
teachers for the year, with the exception of one teacher in 
the Spring term, are residents of Andover. ‘They have in 
general taken a deep interest in their schools, in any im- 
provements suggested, and have sought any aid seemingly 
helpful. Many of them are subscribers to teachers’ jour- 
nals, papers, etc., thus endeavoring to keep in touch with 
the times. 

In compliance with a vote of the District, arrangements 
were made whereby advanced pupils from any part of the 
town could receive the advantages of Proctor Academy. 
Nineteen in the Spring term and twenty-four in the Fall 
term availed themselves of the privileges of this institution. ° 

Concerning books, a new series of geographies (Frye’s) 
has been adopted to take the place of the old ones, which, 
in our opinion, needed, for several reasons, to be replaced. 
We have introduced into the schools the Vertical System 
of Penmanship, which is meeting with much favor. A 
Bible has been added to the reference books in each of the 
schoolrooms. | | 

Each schoolroom has been furnished with an United 
States Flag. ‘‘ Intelligent patriotism is the product of ed- 
ucation.’’ We believe that the constant display of the flag 
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before the boys and girls who are to be our future citizens, 

together with the knowledge they will receive of its mean- 
ing, its history, the principles of the free government it 

stands for, will awaken in their youthful minds a love of 
country which time cannot efface. 


We desire to call the earnest attention of parents to the 
irregular attendance in our schools. The facts cannot be 
too strongly emphasized that an absence not only hinders 
the progress of the child who causes it but seriously inter-- 
feres with the whole school. There is a woeful indiffer- 
ence on the part of somebody—we believe on the part of 
parents—for children are supposed to be controlled by their 
parents. Absences are too often without sufficient reason 
and tardiness has no excuse for being. As ‘‘ attendance 
is the corner-stone of a good school’’ its importance will at 
once be seen and also that these irregularities detract much 
from the efficiency of our schools. ‘There are recorded in 
this year 454 cases of tardiness and 4920 half days of ab- 
sences. ‘This is equal to about 40 weeks of school for 12 
pupils—compute the loss if you can. Parents, help the 
teachers to train your children into habits of promptness, 
teach them to be faithful and punctual, and consequently 
better our schools. 


Our school-houses are in very good condition. Most of 
them neat and tasteful and compare well with other school- 
houses about the country. ShHght repairs have been made 
in most of them. ‘T‘aunton Hill school-house has had new 
windows and has been newly plastered. ‘The furnace at 
the Center school-house gave out in the midst of the Fall 
term and it became necessary to make quite extensive re- 
pairs upon the same. All the school-rooms are now fur- 
nished with bookcases and nearly all have sufficient black- 
board room. If there is any place that ought to be pleas- 
ant and attractive more than another, it is the school-house 
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and its surroundings. Most of the school-house grounds 
are not in the condition we could wish them. Once they 
‘were put in desirable shape by grading and other work, 
each school could keep them in good order by giving only 
a few hours’ time to the work. In a few instances the 
schools have taken a good deal of pride in caring for their 
play grounds. In others we find the oposite conditions. 
The great difficulty confronting us in some districts is that 
there are no play grounds to care for—a lamentable state of 
affairs. 

An unexpended balance remains in the treasury, but ow- 
ing to an unusual prevalence of hard colds existing among 
both teachers and pupils, and the extreme cold weather 
making it well-nigh impossible to keep the school-houses 
comfortable, it was deemed advisable to close the schools 
at that time. 

Our statistics show that two hundred more visits have 
been made to the schools this year than last. We appre- 
ciate this interest in the schools by parents and others, in 
thus giving help and encouragement to the teachers and in 
many ways heartily helping us in our efforts to better the 
schools entrusted to our care.
